Larcenies:—A report from the Cap- 
tain-Superintendent is submitted upon 
the subject of the prevalence of larceny 
and petty theft. At bis suggestion 
the following warning is authorised for 
‘issue in the form of notice :— 
jative inhabitants are reminded that 
this is the season of the year when thefts 
nd robberies are rife. The efforts of 
the Police to prevent them must how- 
ever be aided by the pnblic and in this 
connexion two points are to be noted. 
(1) All should take reasonable care to 
close doors and windows when possible 
especially towards evening, while those 
who live in alleyways should not 
encourage the passage of hawkers and 
loiterers. (2) In respect to robbery 
from the person it is difficult for the 
Police to arrest a robber unless the 
persons robbed boldly call for assistance, 
instead of tamely submitting to what 
are often empty threats. 

“By this means the efforts of the 
Police will be materially aided and 
larceny of all kinds stamped out. 

“Tt is also wellknown that certain 
Pawnbrokers, with a view to gain, 
wilfully disregard the terme of Clause 



































7 of their license, whereby any person 
offering to sell or pledge an article 
appearing to have been stolen, should 
be detained pending communication 
with the Police. A warning is now 
issued to all such persons that hence- 
forth the lenst breach of this condition 
will inevitably result in sammary with- 
drawal of the offender's license and the 
consequent closure of his shop. Let all 
therefore take note of thix special warn- 
ing.” 

Beggars and Vagrants.—As part of 
‘efforts made to rid the Settlement of 
beggars the Police have reported the 
existence of an institution in the 
Yunnan Road where some hundreds of] 
these indigent folk are fed dai 
between 6 and 8 o'clock am. This 
benevolent institution is reported to be 
well conducted, the arrangements for 
feeding the beggars in a large courtyard 
being complete. At tho same time 
the place is acentre of attraction for 
hundreds of undesirables, and arrange- 
ments have been concluded with the 
representatives of the committee of 

t for transfer beyond Settle 
after the close of the 
current winter season. 




















Mixed Court 

Corporal Punishment.—Two letters to 
the Consular Boily on the subject of the 
re-introdnetion of the bamboo at the 
Court are ordered for inclusion in the 
minutes for record. 

Council Room, 
Shanghai, April 13, 1907. 

Srm,—It has been reported to the 
Council thet on the ist instant a 
prisoner wearing a cangne was con- 
ducted through tho Settlement from 
the native city on his way to a village 
near Jessfield, where, in accords 
with the sentence passed by the ( 
Magistrate, he will carry the eangue for! 
the space of fifteen days, as punishment 
for having refused to permit certain 
carrier coolies to perform work at a 
certain price. The runner who con- 
ducted him was arrested and severely 
cautioned for non-observance of the 
usual procedure in failing to apply for 
Police co-operation, and was then 
permitted to continue his route properly 
escorted. 

This incident, thongh of apparent: 

y. is yet of special interest in 
considering the abolition of the use of 
the cangue and bainboo at the Mixed 
Court, and is a minor example of the 
palpable insincerity of the Chinese 
Authorities in this matter. 

When the terms of the memorial 
upon the subject were put into opera- 
tion, it was understond that the pro- 
hibition would apply to all criminal 
courts in China. No objection there- 
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fore was raised to the course proposed, 
and the Council's chief care was to 
ensure that within Settlement limits no 
breach of the new rule should be allowed * 
to pass without protest. The need, 
however, for abolition of these forms of 
punishment was from the outset far 
from apparent, since they are distinct 
from torture and similar accessories of 
Chinese criminal procedure. The plea 
that corporal punishment was abolish- 
ed out of motives of humanity, is 
staltified by the common knowledge 
that punishments of a far more bar- 
barous nature are frequently inflicted 
within the City, while the indispensable 
eangue and bamboo are actually in 
almost hourly use wherever the sem- 
blance of good order is preserved. 

With these considerations in view, 
the effect of the ition of the bamboo 
upon criminality 
strengthens the Coun 
that it was designed with ao 
rendering the policing of the Settlement 
as ardaons as possible, to bringing 
about the congestion of the Municipal 
Gaol, and in the knowledge that the 
area set aside for the residence of for- 
eigners would thereupon certainly be- 
come a place of aggregation for the 
more violent type of malefactors. 

In conclusion I have the honour to 
bring to the notice of the Consular Body 
that the Council's views, as expressed at 
recent meeting of Ratepayers, as to 
the advisability of reintroducing the 
‘use of the bamboo and cangue in the 
Mixed Court, received expressions of 
approval from the foreign community 
assembled ; on behalf of my colleagues 
and myself therefore, I have the honour 
to request that this important matter 
may engage the attention of the Consular 
Body and thereafter form the subject of 
negotiation with the Chinese Govern- 
ment at Peking.

‘Sin,—I have the honour to inform you 
that the steady increase in the number 
of cases of petty crime brought ander 
the notice of the Police, and in 
number of native prisoners in M 
pal custody, have again brought into 
prominence the desirability of the re- 
introduction of the bamboo, » matter 
which has engaged the Council's atten 
tion at intervals since November 1905, 
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when the change in procedure in this 
respect was inaugurated at the Mixed 
Coart. 


‘The method observed in effecting this 
change offers special features, and the 
‘exact position of the question is best 
recalled by means of a cursory review 
of what has passed. 

Authority for the abolition of the bam- 
boo ix apparently based on an Imperial 
Reseript. issued on April 24, 1905, 
which approved generally the terms of 
a report by the Law Revision Com- 
missioners on a memorial by the Nan- 
king Viceroy. This report referred to 
the abolition of torture, and contained 
& proposal for the substitution of fines 
for blows. On April 25 an Edict was 
issued primarily in reference to the use 
of torture and the cruelties practised in 
native yamens, and briefly stating that 
the usual formal sanction had bee 
given to the terms of the report. There 
ia thus reason to suppose that in so far 
as these documents refer to the use of 
the bamboo, the promulgation of the 
procedure was intended to be regarded 
neither as emphatic nor as universal. 
On October 15 a memorial upon 
the same matter and ‘from the 
‘larly similary 
it was under- 
stood that the application of the 
new rule would be several, though, in 
the light of what has passed, its terms 
as published in the native press, seem 
intention to establish 
ice of the new procedure 
asan experiment at the Mixed Court 
alone. The Foreign Authorities were 
then at the beginning of November| 
formally notified of the order received. 

‘The views of the community generally 
upon the subject unequivocally 
found voice at the Ratepayers’ meeting 
in March last, and later in the request 
for the active co-operation of the Uon- 
sular Body contained in the Council's 
letter of April 13 to which there is 
little to add. On May 24 last a tele- 
gram appeared in well informed 

native organ stating that the Nanking’ 
Viceroy had memorialised the Throne 
by telegram requesting the reintroduct- 
ion of blows at the Court on the ground 
that criminality had largely increased 
sinoe their cessation, and two days later 
‘asecond message announced that the 
formal Imperial sanction had been 
given. No denial of this announcement 
has come to the Council's notice and 
the grounds therefor may doubtless be 
verified by the Consular Body. 

It is meanwhile beyond doubt that’ 
‘the recent increase in Police cases of all 
kinds is to be traced directly to the fact 
that the Settlement, as the sole locality 
throughout China wherein the bamboo 
is known to be in disuse, offers an 
inviting field to habitual malefactors 
from all quarters. In Tientsin and 
Hankow the bamboo is spplied as a 
matter of ordinary procedure. In the 
Native City and the neighbouring 
suburb of Nantao the maintenance of 
order is aided by blows daily admin- 
istered under orders of the officials in 
charge. The Municipal Gaol, moreover, 
compares so favourably with neighbour- 
ing prisons under purely native control, 
‘that alone it forms an inadequate deter- 









































rent in the eyes of the native criminal, 
a fact which was recently evidenced by 
the statement of one prisoner in open 
Conrt to the effect that he desired to 
return to Gaol in order to obtain good 
food. 

The abolition of blows in the Foreign 
Settlement, if genuinely an experimental 
adininistrative reform, has thus clearly 
proved an inequitable, premature and 
perilous measure. Tam confident how- 
ever that consideration of the events! 
concarrent with this innovation, and the 
manner in which it has been carried out, 
will confirm the Consular Body in the 
views expressed in the Council’s letter 
of April 13. 

Tu conclusion it may he observed 
that in the Coaucil’s opinion the bam- 




















f inimemorial use, and, adminis- 
tered after guilt has been established, 
under the check exercised by the pre- 
sence of foreigners at the Court, is a 
wholly humane and salutary mode of 
correction. 

Ip enquiring therefore whether the
